A Winches- 
ter ball had pierced his body just above 
the heart. Almost at the same instant 
one of the strikers was seen to fall, but he 
arose again to his knees, and taking aim 
ewith his Winchester, fired four times at 
the deputies. The deputies kept reload- 
ing their guns and firing, and the mob 
began dispersing. The deputies then made 


a tour around the wounded striker, who 


was still firing, and after a time they suc- 
ceeded in seizing his gun. He proved to 
be a Frenchman. 

Another section of the mob made an at- 
} tack upon a train, which was carrying 
the negroes from Mine No, 4 to their 
homes. There were several guards on the 
engine, and the attack was answered with 
a fusillade of bullets. The first shot from 
the strikers went through the cab-window 
of the engine, and just missed killing the 
engineer and J. J. Moore, the superin- 
tendent at the mines. Telegrams were 
sent to the towns in haste for help, and 
Sheriff Morrow summoned twenty-five 
deputies. Gov. Jones, who is still in the 
city bas summoned the Birmingham bat- 
talion of State wbops.

MULCTED POSTOFFICES. 
A Rotten State of Affairs Discovered in Mex- 
ico—Over $100,000 Stolen. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. , 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—The Exam- 
iner’s special from the City of Mexico says 
that the official investigation which the 
government has been conducting during 
the last few days into the postoffice de- 
partment of the city and other parts .of 
the republic has revealed a startling con- 
dition of affairs, and there will be a whole- 
sale weeding out of dishonest employees in 
the service in different parts of Mexico. 
It has been shown that the local postoffice 
has been systematically robbed of sums 
of money which in the aggregate amount 
to over $100,000. 

The shortage of the postmaster, Manuel 
Nava, amounts to over $60,000, and that of 
the cashier of the office to about $44,000. 
Six employees of the city ‘postal bureau 
have also been arrested, the investigation 
showing that their shortage amounts to a 
considerable um, but the exact amount 
was not made public. The investigation 
is being extended to all parts of the re- 
-public, with the result already that short- 
ages have been discovered in not less than 
three of the large postofiices of 
this city.

The troops left Brighten Park for a 
long march around the city to exercise 
their horses. They were in command of 
Capt. Dodd of Troop F, Third Cavalry, and 
consisted of Troop F, Third, Cavalry, 40 
men; Troop B, Sixth Cavalry; Lieut. Tate, 
40 men; a platoon of Battery F, Second

Then a terriffic explosion oc- 
curred, The men on the supposed 
to de Donovan and Doyle, were literally 
blown to pieces and others were thrown 
many feet by the violence of the concus- 
gion. Four of the horses drawing the 
caisson fell in their tracks shot through 
and ‘through and terribly mangled, while 
three others were blown fifty feet ahead 
against the trees on the boulevard, dying 
instantly. The caisson was blown to 
pieces, not a piece larger than a man’s 
hand being found. The boulevard looked 
like a battlefield. 

There was a quick series of explosions 
after the. first report, and shrapnel shot 
rained like hail among the trees on the 
boulevard and pierced the surrounding 
dwellings. The concussion broke every 
window in the houses for blocks away. 
The walls and roofs showed the terrible 
effects of the explosion. The, rear 
of the caisson lay scattered over the 
ground, With the explosion came the con- 
fifsion of the troops, and for a moment the 
men and officers seemed powerless to 
move. To this was added the fright of the 
occupants of the surrounding houses, who 
ran screaming from their dwellings, only 
to be sickened by the sight in the street. 

A Still alarm of fire had been turned 
im, and with the department came the 
stockyards police-patrol wagon. The 
wagon was sent back to the station, and 
with it returned twenty-five men, under 
command of Lieut. Morrissey. He then 
telephoned to Hyde Park for reinforce- 
ments, and Capt. Dollard arrived with

The explosion oc- 
curred in the chest on the limber, and the 
force of the explosion was to the rear, 
tearing away the caisson and igniting the 
powder in the other two chests. The first 
caisson carried forty-two shrapnel and. 
forty-four cartridges. The shrapnel are 
loaded percussion shells, containing, as 
in this case, three and _ three-quarter 
pounds of powder. My theory of the ac- 
cident is that the screw-plug in the base 
of one of the shrapnel became loose, some 
of the powder leaked out, and, being 
ground and pounded by the jolting of the 
limber, ignited the powder in the car- 
tridges, discharging them, and the igni- 
tion of the cartridges in the other chests 
followed.

“ROASTED” BY THD N EWSPAPERS. 

CHICAGO, July 16. —Debs expressed him- 
self today still in hope of winning the 
strike. “Hereafter we are not going to 
make our plans public before they are 
executed,“ he said. At noon the strikers’ 
headquarters were enlivened by speech- 
| making, and Debs “roasted” the news- 
papers. 

Debs charged the General Managers’ A 
sociation with an abnormal lack of sin- 
cerity. The strike is not over,“ he de- 
clared. ‘“‘We are going to win. The rail- 
roads are running freight-trains, but they 
are carrying little freight. Three, months 
more of this sort of thing and every rail- 
road in Chicago will be bankrupt. The 
strike is still on, and will be until we win.” 

Aside from the crowd attracted by the 
address the A.R.U. headquarters appeared 
almost deserted today. Now and then a 
“missionary” drifted into the office, but 
the usual crowd of curious and the bustle 
that has heretofore pervaded the place was 
lacking. 

A PENSION SCHEME. * 

CHICAGO, July 16.—Labor leaders now 
in the city were asked their opinion of a 
plan for the solution of the labor troubles 
which originated with Prince Bismarck, 
and is now in successful operation in 
Germany. Briefly, the plan submitted is 
that Congress should pass a law reserving 
a pension fund for the employees. of the 
great railroad corporations. This fund 
should consist of, say, 2 per cent. of the 
gross earnings of the companies. It should 
be controlled by a financial agent of the 
government, and should be invested in 
sound railroad bonds, not stocks. 

The bill provides hat any man who 
had faithfully discharged his duties for 
a certain number of years, should retire 
for life on half pay. If a man was 
killed, his family should be entitled to 
the pension. There should also be a clause 
providing for the payment of a certain 
sum when employees are ill. In fact, the 
tund should be disbursed on the plan in 
vogue in the better class of benevolent 
societies. 

Debs could not eradicate his idea of 
government hip of railroads, but, in 
lieu of that pet scheme, he was willing 
to accept he one propos He wished to 
hear it discussed, however, by the men 
of the day. Vice-President Howard of 
the A.R.U. was flatfooted in his approval. 
Director L. W. Rogers of the A.R.U. was 
disposed to criticise the scheme, but 
thought it, on the whole, a meritorious 
one. 


THE STOCKYARDS. 

CHICAGO, July 16.—There was no gen- 
eral strike at the stockyards today, as 
threatened. All packing-houses were run- 
ning with reduced forces, and the police 
received information that the raid by the 
mob was planned for the purpose of stop- 
ping work in packing-houses. Five hun- 
dred officers were secreted about the

CHICAGO, July 16.—Heathcote, leader 
of the Pullman strikers, said today that 
the majority of the strikers were in favor 
of giving up the fight, and added that if 
Debs would declare his fight off the Pull- 
man fight would come to an end at once. 

WILL TAKE BACK STRIKERS. 

CHICAGO, July 16. — Vice-President 
Wyckes of the Pullman Company says the 
company is willing to take back its strik- 
ing employees. He says the manager at. 
the works has been under instructions for 
several weeks to start up the works as 
soon as enough men are ready to go to 
work to make the running of all depart- 
ments possible, or about one thousand 
men in all.

QUEEN’S CLUB GROUNDS (London,) 
July 16.—(By Atlantic Cable.) The weather 
today was anything but promising for a 
satisfactory contest of athletes between 
the university teams of Old England and 
New England. A cold, gusty wind pre- 
vailed all morning. It was raining, and 
the grounds looked sodden and likely to 
prevent fast time being made or records 
broken. 
dampen thé enthusiasm of the people, and 
long before the hour fixed upon for the 
first event, the vast majority of 50,000 
people expected to witness the struggle 
for athletic supremacy between Yale and 
Oxford had crowded into the grounds. 

It is probable that no event of recent 
years in the history of English athletics 
has attracted half the interest which 
centered in today’s contests on the grounds 
of the Queen’s Club. The champion uni- 


| versity team of England was to meet the 


champion university team of America, and 
this was sufficient to cause the wildest en- 
thusiasm among all admirers of athletic 
sports, and among sportsmen generally 


throughout the British Isle. The secretary 


of the Queen’s Club about noon carefully 
examined the track, and informed the As- 


„ | sociated Press correspondent that it would 


be in good condition by the time the ath- 
letes were ready to use it. The grounds 
were not, however, favorable for lowering 
records. .The general opinion was that 
Yale would win the majority of the events. 

The Yale team arrived on the grounds 
at 4 p.m., and went at once to their re- 
spective dressing- rooms and were soon be- 
ing rubbed down by the trainers, The 


Oxford men had been on the grounds some 


time before this, and when the handlers 
were through with the Yale athletes, the 
two teams were photographed in a group. 
The hundreds of umbrellas which were 
open on all sides made the crowd dreary 
and sober looking, and, in fact, cast an 


aspect of gloom over the entire surround- 


ings, in spite of the music which the 
band furnished. 

By 4:20 p.m. the grounds were only 
about two-thirds full. Many of the toilets 
of the ladies, by their dark colors of 


Yale, showed that the fair sex of America | 


intended to do its utmost to encourage 
the young athletes of Lale. The royal box 
was filled with ambassadors, ministers, etc., 
including the Siamese Minister, who takes 
the most lively interest in athletic sports. 
Ambassador and Mrs. Bayard of America, 
Bishop Potter and all the secretaries of 
the United States Embassy were conspicu- 
ous in a group, which was surrounded by 
the foreign representatives, who were in 
sympathy with the Yale men. By this 
time the rain had ceased, but the weather 
continued threatening.

Gardner then tried again and failed, and 
so did Cady. Finally Swanwick jumped 
once more and failed and the event was 
pronounced to be a tie, and the grand 
result was hardly doubtful unless Yale 
could win the half mile run, in which 
event the whole contest would have been 
a tie. 

At 7:30 o’clock the pilot started the men 
on the half mile run, the report echoing 
over the grounds and losing itself in roars 
of encouragement from Yale as her colors 
were carried to the front in the first lap. 
Greenhowe of Oxford, however, was run- 
ning evidently with much reserved strength’ 
and he pushed to the front, causing the 
Oxfords to Yeil like madmen. Pond could

If this strike is in- 
augurated it will result in 
the present contest, dut will 
be as disastrous for the men in the 
end. Chief Arthur has declared nb man 
could be a member of the brotherhood and 
of the A.R.U. at the same time, and that 
present conditions did not warrant a strike 
of the brotherhood as a whole. The break- 
ing up of unionism would seem to be at 
hand from the manner in which the men 
run after new gods. 

CONSIDER AND ANSWER. 
be experience of the past two weeks 
will be of value tto that class of men 
among us who have heretofore failed to 
realize the power of the government in 
eubduing lawlessness. 

The American people are a tolerant 
people, and are in no haste to invoke the 
aid of military force to quell disturbances. 
They like to believe in the loyalty of the 
masses and their devotion to the principles 
of free government, but when the govern- 
ment is put upon the defensive, lawless- 
ness is soon made to feel its power, and 
the uselessness of combatting it. 


But still it is surprising that men of | 


imbelhigence, ldw-abiding men; men who 
Jove their country and its institutions; 
men like the majority who are found in 
the ranks of the workingmen of America, 
are capable of so losing sight of their own 
interests, of their duty to themselves and 
their country, as to consent to be led 


into such a conspiracy against the govern- | 


ment and the rights of the public as that 
inaugurated by their irresponsible leader, 
Debs. It is a spectacle that brings ‘the 
blush to every right-thinking intelligent 
American. Such a gigantic comspiracy 
against the just rights of the citizen 
everywhere; with no discrimination us to 
the guilt or innocence of the sufferers; no 
regard as to the rights of property; no 
recognition of governmental authority, was 
never known before in the history of free 
government. It is the outrage of the 
many by the few, the attempt to right the 
alleged wrongs of a handful by scourging 
the multitude. 

This one-man power which has been in- 
voked, and which has laid its tyrannous 
hand upon the legitimate rights of the 
republic, is a most dangerous menace to 
our institutions, and, if nothing else can 
strike it down, the government must hold 

it in check until it is abolished. It makes 
of the laboring man a slave, a cat’s paw, 
to be used blindly, and without the free- 
dom of protest. It matters not what a 
man’s needs or desires, the mandate of 
the labor autocrat must be obeyed by the 
union laborer. He is left without the 
power of choice, or the privilege of judg- 
ment. Rather than be branded as a 
“scab,” many a man will sin against his 
conscience. Where in this state of things 
do we find any evidence of the declared

which our government is based? What be- 
comes of the inalienable right“ of Amer- 
lean citizens to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness?“ Has it come to this

ECHOES OF THE STRIKE. 


Debs can gain nothing by his absurd 
attempt to revive the strike. It is, after 
all, public sentiment which rules in these 
things, and public sentiment is now so 
strongly against Mr. Debs and his absurd 
pretensions that he has no chance at all. 
Even among the men who were foolish 
enough to follow him, a feeling of bitter 
animosity has grown up against the man 
who duped them, although really they 
should blame themselves for their foolish- 
ness in following the dictates of an irre- 
sponsible leader, whom most of them had 
never seen. 

Meantime, it would be well for the au- 
thorities throughout the country to keep 
a lookout for these “revivalists” whom 
Debs is sending out to try and work up 
fresh sentiment among the men against 
their employers. These men are inciters 


to riot; and should be arrested as soon as 


they begin to show their hands. Debs. 
himself admitted to a reporter that he did 
not care to give the names of these men 
for fear they might be arrested for inciting 


riot. This is a plain admission that they 


are engaged in unlawful work. The au- 
thorities have had a lesson during the past 
few weeks, which shows the importance of 


| nipping these disturbantes in the bud. 


When Debs tells his followers, still urg- 
ing them to continue the strike, that vic- 
tory was never nearer than now, he knows 
that he is telling an absurd lie, in order 
to keep men from going back to work 
while there may yet be time. He is @lay- 
ing his last card, and he knows it. The end 
of this strike will be the end of Mr. Debs 
as a leader, or as a man of any importance 
among his fellows. He has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by the continu- 
ance ot a struggle. With his 
followers, however, it is otherwise, and 
it is to be hoped that very few will be 
found so foolish as to sacrifice themselves 
for the sake of this demagogue. Such 
an action would be as foolish as that of the 
Hindoo women, who, until lately, were in 
the habit of immolating themselves on 
the funeral pyres of their husbands. 

At a meeting in Chicago on Sunday 
Chief Arthur of the Locomotive Engineers 
was savagely denounced by Debs as a 
cab“ because he bad instructed the 
members of his order to work, if neces- 
sary, with men who are not members of an 
order. That is to say, he had advised his 
followers not to interfere with their em- 
ployers’ business, and at the same time 
lose their places without any cause. One 
result which ehould have been accom- 
plished by this strike is to remove the 
-odium which attaches to the term “scab” 
in the minds of workingmen. The so- 
called scabs'“ in this case have been the 
intelligent. and reasonable men who have 


for law and order, amd have refused to 
be bulldozed by lawless and irresponsible 
men, in some cases going so far as to lay 
down their lives, as did che brave en- 
gineer Clarke, on πτhjỹ, e monument, when 
it is erected, there might appropriately be 
engraved the words: “He dared to be 
called a ‘stab,’ and died in the perform- 
ance of his duty.” 

The remaining element of strength in 
the strike is, of course, to be found among 
those men who have committed overt acts, 
which will prevent them from ever obtain- 
ing employment on the railroads again. 
These men know that their case is hope- 
less, and, like Mr. Debs, they would like 
to see the trouble prolonged at any cost. 
Even many of these men are recegnizing 
the futility of any further disturbances 
amd are making arrangements to move 
elsewhere, and get employment in some 
other line of business. | 

It is all very well for the officials of the 
A.R.U. to protest that they are opposed 
to violence and that acts of violence when 
they take place are not done by their men 
but by their indiscreet sympathizers, but 
the evidences are altogether the other way. 
There seems to be little doubt that the 
awful tragedy at Sacramento was the 
work of members of the A. R. U., and from 
all parts of the country come stories of 
assassinations and attempted assassina- 
tions perpetrated by memijers of that 
body. The American Railway Union has 
blood on its hands and it can never wash 
them clean. 

The General Managers’ Association, in 
maintaining to the end its refusal to have 
anything to do, directly or indireotly, 
with the American Railway Union, showed 
its good sense. If other organizations, per- 
sons and newspapers throughout the coun-

days. The great Napoleon used to say: 
“Scratch a Russian and you find a Tartar.” 
We might paraphrase this by saying: 
“Scratch a Populist and you find an An- 
archist.” “ 


THB ABSURD BOYCOTT. 


A number of wholesale Los Angeles 
merchants, desiring to pay a little compli- 
ment to the United States troops, on 
duty at the Arcade Depot—a battalion of 
the gallant First Infantry, under Col. Shaf- 
ter—clubbed together and sent them a 
package of tobacco and a lot of reading 
matter, Thereupon certain leaders of the 
strike—the late lamented strike—in Los 
Angeles became very indignant, and an- 
nounced that the merchants who had 
exhibited such temerity would be boy- 
This, then, is the latest development of 
the boycott in Los Angeles. The idea is 
not so absurd as it appears on the sur- 
face. M is but the natural and logical 
outcome of the illogical boycott. When you 
once grant that the boycott is reasonable 
in any degree, then you cannot consistently 
draw any line. 

Look at the present labor situation. Debs 


‘says that Arthur is a scab.“ Arthur, 


probably, has his opinion of Debs, al- 
though he has not yet expressed it for 
publication. And so we now have the 
interesting spectacle of one labor organi- 
zation . boycotting several others. The 
wolves are beginning to devour each other. 
This, again; is but the natural result of 
an attempt to influence the actions of 
other people against their will. 

This absurd overdoing of the boycott has 
naturally resulted in making it ridiculous. 
The boycott, once dreaded by the timid 
and by some who are not so timid, has 
become a laughing stock to the people at 
large. It is a played-out bug-a-b0do—a 
bogie man smoked out of the underbrush— 
that before long will mot scare even a 
baby in its mother’s arms, To be called 
a “scab” is now-a-days an honor; to be 
boycotted is a distinction which brings 
with it material profit. One of the Los 
Angeles street merchants, as soon as he 
heard about the proposed boycott, immedi- 
ately doubled his contribution. If the ef- 
fect is the same as in the case of The Times, 
these merchants will certainly notice a 
marked increase in their business.

A COERCIVE STRIKE. 


(Chicago Inter-Ocean, July 11) The 
Debs insurrection has been called a co- 
ercive strike. Men have not struck be- 
cause they were mistreated, or because 
they had any sort of grievance, but they 
have been coerced into striking to compel 
Mr. Pullman to comply with the demands 
of his former employees. Many railway 


men, in fact a great majority of thefn, 


were opposed to the strike, but they were 
coerced by a belligerent minority into an 
effort to force the railway companies into 
a violation of contract and of law. This 
having failed, a further attempt is to be 
made to coerce all labor organizations 
into a strike, having for its object the co- 
ercion of the public. In other words, 
labor organizations that have formally re- 
solved not to strike because they have no 
grievances, or because they have contracts, 
or because they cannot afford to lose 
the wages, are to be coerced by other 
labor organizations, who have no griev- 
ances, and this with the object of driving 
the public into a position that will com- 
pel the Pullman Company to settle with 
its employees. 

Was anything more absurd or moré 
fTevolutionary than this ever suggested by 
sane men? There is no compulsory arbi- 
tration law. The public cannot compel 
any individual or corporation to arbitrate. 
The men who organized this strike know 
this as well as others, and yet they have 
inaugurated an insurrection to embarrass 
and terrorize the public, to compel it to 
do what it cannot do. The main trouble 
is caused by a few hundred men, bitter 
in resentment and revengeful in purpose, 
who have been adroit enough to arouse the ) 


of faint praise, - 


will so completely demoralize business 
that the public will pe forced, to its 
knees, Several of the labor organiza- 
tions have given notice that they will 
not be eoerced and “bulldozed. The first 


struggle, if there shall be one, will come 


between the men in the labor organiza- 
tions who decline to be coerced. And thoge 
who are bent on tyrannizing over 
all. In this attempt to force men into 
a strike, whose obligations and interests 
are against a strike, there will necessarily 
be a conflict, and such a conflict cannot 
be to the advantage of any of the labor 
organizations. The people who make the 


laws and who stand by them will be with | 


the conservative element, and they wil 
not be coerced, whatever happens. . 
It was demonstrated during the war of 


the rebellion that there was only one | 


coercive power, and that was the national 
government. It cannot be coerced, but it 
may compel the strictest obedience to law 
and the Constitution. This question was 
settled beyond controversy thirty years agd, 
and no individual or organization is strong 
enough {o successfully raise the question 
now. This ig a time for sober second- 
thought; it is a time to put prejudice and 
personal resentment out of the way; it is 
a time to quiet the agitators and loud- 
mouthed talkers; it is a time to encourage 
pjatriotic purpose and for cool, deliberate 
and considerate action. The American 
people, whether they belong to a labor 
organization or not, may be trusted always 
on the question of loyalty or disloyalty, or 
on the question of patriotism as against 
anarchy, \ 


The efforts of our flabby and disap- 
pointed contemporaries to escape from the 
false position in which they have placed 
themselves in the matter of the strike are 
amusing. Like squirming worms or varie- 
gated chameleons, or bashful ostriches, 
they seek to escape for a time from the 
attention of the public. Or like a kid, upon 
whose shoulder the policeman lays his 
heavy hand, they protest: ‘‘Please, sir, 
t’warn’t me, sir!’ It won't do, gentlemen! 
The public ig “onto” your little game. 
You have made your beds, and now you 
must. lie in them.

BANK OF ENGLAND. 


Some Specimens of Ancient Notes That are 
. Shown Pavored Visitors. 

(Exchange:) g the curiosities 
which are occasionally shown to favored 
visitors to the Bank of England are some 
specimens of ancient notes, a number of 
them of £1, £15 and 25. There is also care- 
fully preserved the oldest surviving note, 
one of the year 1699, the amount being 
written in ink. Another curiosity is a 
note for £1,000,000, or $5,000,000, which 
was required for some transaction between

The longest time during which a note 
has remained outside the bank is eleven 
years. It was for £25, and it is computed 
that the compound interest, during that 
long period amounted to no less than £6000. 
There is quite a labyrinth of vaults where 
the disused notes are stored until they 
have reached the necessary maturity of 
five years. They are estimated to weigh 
ninety-one tons, and number about 77,- 
745,000, filling 13,400 boxes, and were of the 
original value of 1,750, 626,600. The Bank 
of England note is a legal tender for any 
amount in excess of its face value, but 
not for less. Thus a person might refuse 
to take a £5 note in payment of a debt of 
£4 19s 6d, though, as a matter of fact, 
nobody would be go foolish as to do so. 

It must be remembered that the bank 
notes are only legal tender as between 
members of the public, so long as the 
id on demand.
